1 While the mother was in town for a 
newspaper on Sunday morning and

A fore&t fire broke out in the Pigeon 


Hills at 2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
on the ridge to the east of the Abbotts- 
town 'pike, and for a time the bun- 
galow of L K. Phreaner, on the crest 
of the hill, was threatened with de- 
struction. Tramps had started a fire 
and were cooking their dinner at a 
point not far in from the 'pike. The 
fire spread to dead leaves and was 
fanned along by high winds. The 
tramps beat a hasty retreat and the 
alarm was sounded only after the 
flames had gained dangerous headway. 
Many people who live nearby saw 
the smoke and hurried to the scene. 
By making a clearing and throwing 
up earthworks the fire was stopped 
after having burned a considerable 
area. There was little . damage to 
standing timber, but the high winds 
made the work dangerous and difficult. 
It was not until dark that the flames 
were finally subdued, and watchers re- 
mained near to watch for fresh out- 
breaks during the night. 


Th?:e was a partial eclipse.of the 


• sun Saturdav morning. At 8:30 o'- 
clock about half the diameter of the 
sun was covered and the eclipse was 
over at 10:16. This is called an an- 
nular eclipse in which the moon is too 
far away to cover the whole sun. It 
is visible in the United States for the 
first time since 1908 and the last time 
until 1930. Thanksgiving night there 
will be another astronomical spectacle. 
The stor Beta Capricorni. a star of-the 
third magnitude, will pass behind the 
moon. In other words, the moon will 
come between the earth ancl this star. 
This frequently happens, but not often 
are the stars bright enough to see. 
The moon on that night will be four 
days old. The star may be located 
on the dark side of the moon.

AN It be that not only the 
times are out of joint, but the 
seasons, too, are changing?

times," of the "big snows" and "when 
the land was new." For days we have 
lived as if summer skies were brood- 
Ing over us, and were it not for the 
bare trees and silent woods we could 
almost fancy ourselves m that land of 
pure delight where spring immortal 
reigns.

Needs a Country Setting. 


Thanksgiving, of course, i-, truly a 


country affair, and in the city loses 
half its charm.

fields and lanes and woods, ripe fruit,

shining cattle. One cannot celebrate 
Thanksgiving aright, in a town flat, or 
a brown-stone mansion, certainly not 
In a boarding house or dining car. 


Thanksgiving day means a rambling 


house m a great green yard, a quaint, 
old gambrel-roofed 
cottage near a 


country rood, a log cabin in a ten- 
acre patch ; houses full of old-fashioned 
furniture and with room for nil the 
family and the kinsfolk and the stran- 
fer within the gates. It means love 
Of home and great-hearted hospitality, 
the coming back of the children, the 


of the old folk*. 


The ideal Thanksgiving must have a 


setting of snow. It must echo to the 
ting of sleigh bells and the neigh of 
the horses in frosty weather. No mat- 
ter what the weather for weeks be- 
fore, there should be snow in good 
time. The sun Uses on n dazzling pic- 
ture of white field and glistening wood- 
land. A veil of magic beauty cover-- 
fence and road, the yard so brown and 
ugly but yesterday, hides now under 
a mantle of snowy swunsdown. All 
night it fell, noiselessly, stealthily, 
mjsteriously, tins' first coming snow 
of the year, and made of this common 
earth a bit of fairyland, a transforma- 
tion scene. 


Like a Thrice-Told Tale. 


The Thanksgiving dinner of the 


country's earlier days has been du- 
scribed so frequently that it is like a 
"thrice-told tale, signifying sound and 
nonsense," so vhitlly that one can al- 
most taste the dainties. Modern kit- 
chens could not cook those incompar- 
able dishes. 
Such a feast could not 


be sei\od in couises, or brought on 
in piecemeal. In those dajs the table 
literally "groaned with its burden" and 
glowed with the beauty of the assem- 
bled dishes. 
Merely to recite? their 


names v>ould ternpt the most pitiful 
djspeptic. 


Roast pig, hot and brovfn, roast 


spare ribs, pink and cold; roast tur- 
key, juiej and tender, full to bui sting 
with perfect stuffing; potatoes, snow- 
white and mealy; boiled onions, like 
shining pearls; stewed tomatoes, of 
deepest red; coldslaw, that pale green 
dainty. 
Perhaps there would be a 


pot-pic of chicken, 
or squirrel, or 


quail, a dish of hominy, or turnips, or 
corn. Celery In bouquets of bleached 
plumes; beets, cut in scarlet loses; 
spiced pickles, sweet a^d sour; cran- 
berries; glowing like heaped-up rubies, 
and pies, gof all sorts and sizes, apple 


and custard and cherry and mince— 
but. best of all, because most appro 
pnate, the old-fashioned pumpkin pie 
a lost delight, and, like Poe's heroine 
—"vanished now for evermore." 


In the days of real Thanksgiving, 


there was no ice cream, no bar-le-duc, 
no creme-de-menthe, no pousse-cafe, no 
treacherous cocktail nor subtle pick- 
me-up. For dessert there were dough- 
nuts and cheese, gingerbread and beat- 
en biscuit and honey; apples and nuts 
and popcorn, and cider from the home 
press, made for the occasion and with 
just the right twang to its bubbles. 


Royal Feasts and Feasters. 


Such royal feasts needed royal feast- 


ers. the keen winter air and long ser- 
mon combined to make the only true 
sauce, the simple, honest hunger of 
simple, honest people. Nowadays wre 
hear of "the keen, sharp pangs of the 
morning after." Nobody ev$r heard of 
a sickness tho day after this Thanks- 
gnmg dinner. Nobody was in a hurry 
to get off to ihe theater or card party, 
lor 1 o'cloL v was the dinner hour, and 
the sleigh ride home through clear 
A\ inter sunlight was the best of all 
ditcestiints, if such a thing were need- 
id. 


In some neighborhoods the day would 


end in a Thanksgiving dance, but this 
w as not n prevailing custom. Perhap« 
the MSitors would spend the night, 
would gather round the fire and tell 
stories, or listen to some newcomer 
with tale of adventure or deeds of 
darmg. And there was alwajs music; 
some one would play on violin or bass 


A 101, perchance a little piano or quaint 
melodeon. 
People sang ballads in 


those days.

The favorite way of celebrating 


Thanksgiving in New England was, of 
course, first with prayer and a sermon, 
in which the minister told his congre- 
gation the many things they had to be 
thankful for. The church was generally 
decorated with fruits and grains, and 
when the custom became national this 
\\ as continued. The idea of the Thanks- 
giving dinner in New England was to 
have all of the fruits of the harvest, 
and turkey became the principal meat 
course because this bird was so plenti- 
ful and was caught in the wild state 
and prepared most appetizingly by the 
housewives. 


Then there was pumpkin pie, and as 


cranberries grew in great quantities in 
New England states the sauce of that 
berry was a fitting addition to the 
turkey course. Plum cake, or, as it has 
come to be known, fruit cake, was a 
favorite for the Christmas holidays in 
England and was brought over with 
other dainties by the first of the set- 
tlers, and the recipes for making treas- 
ured by the housewives. 


Meat pies, or, as we call them, mince 


pies, came later in the list of good 
things for Thanksgiving. 


With the very earliest settlers the 


day was, indeed, a day of prayer, and 
little else besides, but later it became 
a feasfday, as well, and it was a poor 
family, indeed, in New England that 
could not afford a turkey for Thanks- 
giving dinner.

Thanksgiving day, and carries 
us back to Ib21 when the land 


was young and our pilgrim forbears 
were laying the first foundation stones 
of our great American republic. To 
them belongs the credit of hav ing cele- 
brated the first Thanksgiving day in 
New England, but not the "first m 
North America. Historians remind us 
of the fact that in the year 1378 an 
English minister named Wolfall con- 
ducted a Thanksgiving service on the 
shores of Newfoundland. 
The 
min- 


ister was with an expedition under 
Probisher which brought the first Eng- 
lish colony to settle on those shores. 


It was in this pious spirit or grati- 


tude that the Pilgrims on the "stern 
and rock-bound coast" of Plymouth 
praysed God" in sincere gratitude for 
the way in which he had delivered 
them from all the dangers of the deep 
that the Maj flower had gone through. 
We of the luxurious plenty of our day 
would feel that we had little for 
which to be grateful if we had no 
more than the Pilgrims had on their 
first Thanksgiving day. Dangers known 
and unknown encompassed them round 
about, and their dajs were filled with 
hard labor, while their fare was of the 
plainest and the future was uncertain. 
But they had stout hearts in which 
hope ran high. 
Of the American 


Thanksgiving one historian says: 


"The annual celebration, as we have 


it in its present form, is essentially of 
American conception. The settlers of 
Jamebtown, the Dutch of New York, 
the Pilgrims of Plymouth, and the Pu- 
ritans of Boston were in every respect 
devoutly religious people. They were 
cornerstones in the great temple of 
republican government on this side of 
the Atlantic. The first written consti- 
tution in all history was an American 
document, in that it was written m the 


of the Maj flower on Saturday, 


Nov. 11, 1620, as that unique craft 
swung at her anchor in Pnmncetown 
larbor, the first six words being 'In 
he name of God, Araen.' This phrase 
aid the foundation stones 
of our 


vestern 
civilization. 
These 
men 


)rought but little with them, but left 
much to posterity. 
If this were the 


nly thing they left us, the American 
"hanksgiving day, their names would 
e immortalized. It gives joy to the 


humblest of peoples. 6n the follow- 
ing autumn there was held a 'grande 
thanksgiving.' The most condensed ac- 
count of this 'grande thanksgiving' can 
be found in a letter written by Ed- 
ward Winslow, sent to a friend in 
England, as follows: 'Our hanest be- 
ing gotten in, our governor sent out 
four men on fowling, so that we might 
after a special manner rejoice togeth- 
er, after we had gathered the fruits of 
our labors.^ They killed as much fowl 
as with a little-help beside served the 
company about one week. At which 
times among other recreations we ex- 
ercised our army, many of the Indians 
coming amongst us, and among the 
rest of their greatest king, Massasoit,

AN it be that not only the 
times are out of joint, but tlie 
seasons, too, are changing? Is 
nature at this late day trying 
Bome experiments and setting back the 
hands on her dlalplate of 
months? 
Certainly this November weather is 
not the kind we read about when our 
grandfathers 
tell of '*the good 
old 
times," of the "big snows" and "when 
the land was new," For days we have 
lived as if summer skies were brood- 
ing over us, and were It not for the 
bare trees and silent woods we could 
almost fancy ourselves in tliat land of 
pure delight where spring immortal 
reigns. 


This is tliU real Indian summer, so 
often talked of, but so seldom experi- 
enced in perfection, a wi'iter in \he 
Boston Herald asserts. 
All over this 
part of the world we hear of it, day 
after day of warm and comfortable 
weather, when the sun shines faintly 
through the clouds of mist and purple 
smoke veils all harsh outlines and un- 
sightly objects; day after day with

thrice-told tale, signifying sound and 
nonsense," so vividly that one can al- 
most taste the dainties. 
Modern kit- 
chens could not cook those incompar- 
able dishes. 
Such a feast could not 
be served in courses, or brought on 
in piecemeal. In those days the table 
literally "groaned with its burden" and 
glowed with the beauty of the assem- 
bled dishes. 
Mert^ly to recite^ their 
names would tempt the most pitiful 
dyspeptic. 


Roast pig, hot and brown, 
roast 
spare ribs, pink and cold; roast tur- 
key. juicy and tender, full to bursting 
with perfect stuifing; potatoes, snow- 
white and mealy; boiled onions, like 
shining pearls; stewed 
tomatoes, of 
deepest red; coldslaw, that pale green 
dainty. 
Perhaps there would be a 
pot-pie of chicken, 
or 
squirrel, or 
quail, a dish of hominy, or turnips, or 
corn. 
Celery In bouquets of bleached 
plumes; beets, cut In scarlet roses; 
spiced pickles, sweet aikl sour; cran- 
berries ; glowing like heaped-up rubles, 
and pies, pi all sorts and sizes, apple 
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and custard and cherry and mince— 
buti best of all, bccause most appro- 
priate, the old-fashioned pumpkin pie. 
a lost delight, and, like Poe's heroine 
—"vanished now for evermore." 


In the days of real Thanksgiving, 
there was no Ice cream, no bar-le-duc, 
no creme-de-menthe, no pousse-cafe, no 
treacherous cocktail nor subtle pick- 
me-up. For dessert there were dough- 
nuts and cheese, gingerbread and beat- 
en biscuit and honey; apples and nuts 
and popcorn, and cider from the home 
press, made for the occasion and with 
just the right twang to its bubbles. 
Royal Feasts and Feasters. 


Such royal feasts needed royal feast- 
ers, the keen winter air and long ser- 
mon combined to make the only true 
sauce, the simple, honest hunger of 
simple, honest people. 
Nowadays wc 
hear of "the keen, sharp pangs of the 
morning after." Nobody ev#r heard of 
a sickness the day after this Thanks- 
giving dinner. Nobody was in a liurry 
to get oiT to the theater or card party, 
for 1 o'cloc.v \Yas the dinner hour, and 
the sleigh ride home through clear 
winter sunlight was the best of all 
digestants, if such a thing were need- 
ed. 


In some neighborhoods the day would 
end in a Thanksgiving dance, but this 
was not a prevailing custom. 
Perhaps 
the visitors would spend the night, 
would gather round the fire and tell 
stories, or listen to some newcomer 
with tale of adventure or deeds of 
daring. And there was always music; 
some one would play on violin or bass 
viol, perchance a little piano or quaint 
meiodeon.

The favorite way 
of 
celebrating 
Thanksgiving in New England was, of 
course, first with prayer and a sermon, 
In which the minister told his congre- 
gation the many things they had to be 
thankful for. The church was generally 
decorated with fruits and grains, and 
when the custom became national this 
was continued. The idea of the Thanks- 
giving dinner in New England was to 
have all of the fruits of the harvest, 
and turkey became the principal meat 
course because this bird was so plenti- 
ful and was catight in the wild state 
and prepared most appetizingly by the 
housewives. 


Then there was pumpkin pie, and as 
cranberries grew In great quantities in 
New England states the sauce of that 
berry was a fitting addition to the 
turkey course. Plum cake, or, as it has 
come to be known, fruit cake, was a 
favorite for the Christmas holliiays In 
' England and was brought over with 
other dainties by the first of the set- 
tlers, and the recipes for making treas- 
ured by the housewives. 


Meat pies, or, as we call them, mince 
pies, came later in the list of good 
things for Thanksgiving, 


With the very earliest settlers the 
day was. Indeed, a day of prayer, and 
little else besides, but later It became 
a feast*da3', as well, and It was a poor 
family, Indeed, in New England that 
could not afford a turkey for Thanks- 
giving dinner. 


Many Causes for Gratitude, 


We have reason to be grateful for 
our abundant harvests, which suffice 
to feed us at home and empower us 
to give substantial aid to the starving 
war-wasted peoples abroad; to be hum- 
bly thankful for the wealth that en- 
ables us to succor those who have lost 
all that is so precious in our own eyes.

much to posterity. 
If this were the

It gives joy to the 
humblest of peoples.

ing autumn there was held a 'grande 
thanksgiving.' The most condensed aC' 
count of this 'grande thanksgiving' can 
be found in a letter written by Ed- 
ward Winslow, sent to a friend in 
England, as follows: 'Our harvest be- 
ing gotten in, our governor sent ouc 
four men on fowling, so that we might 
after a special manner rejoice togeth- 
er, after we had gatliered the fruits of 
our labors,^ They killed as much fowl 
as with a little-help beside served the 
company about one week. 
At which 
times among other recreations we ex- 
ercised our army, many of the Indians 
coming amongst us, and among the 
rest of their greatest king, Massusoit, 
M'ith some 00 men, M'hom for three 
days we entertained and feasted, and 
they went out and killed live deer, 
which they brought and bestowed on 
our governor and upon the captain 
and others/"

When Thanksgiving Had Its Old- 
Time Setting of Indian Sum­ 
mer and Country Hos­ 
pitality. 


C 
AN it be th at not only the 
times are out of joint, but the 
seasons, too, are changing? Is 
nature at this late day trying 
some experiments and setting back the 
hands on her dialplate of months? 
Certainly this November weather is 
not the kind we read about when our 
grandfathers tell of “the 
good 
old 
times,” of the “big snows” and “when 
the land was new,” For days we have 
lived as if summer skies were brood­ 
ing over us, and were it not for the 
bare trees and silent woods we could 
almost fancy ourselves in that land of 
pure delight where spring immortal 
reigns. 


This is t l * real Indian summer, so 
often talked of, but so seldom experi­ 
enced in perfection, a writer in the 
Boston Herald asserts. 
All over this 
part of the world we hear of it, day 
after day of warm and comfortable 
weather, when the sun shines faintly 
through the clouds of mist and purple 
smoke veils all harsh outlines and un­ 
sightly objects; day after day with 
skies of melting tenderness and soft 
zephyrs playing in the tangled locks of 
little children romping in field and 
vood.

One cannot celebrate 
Thanksgiving aright, in a town fiat, or 
a brown-stone mansion, certainly not | 
in a boarding house or dining car. 


Thanksgiving day means a rambling 
house in a great green yard, a quaint, 
old 
gambrel-roofed 
cottage 
near 
a 
country road, a Jog cabin in a ten- 
acre patch ; houses full of old-fashioned 
furniture and with room for all the 
family and the kinsfolk and the stran­ 
ger within the gates. 
It means love 
of home and great-hearted hospitality, 
the coming back of the children, the 
vfrfcQroe of the old folks, 


The ideal Thanksgiving must have a 
setting of snow. 
It must echo to the 
ring of sleigh bells and the neigh of 
the horses In frosty weather. No mat­ 
ter what the weather for weeks be­ 
fore, there should be snow in good 
time. The sun rises on a dazzling pic­ 
ture of white field and glistening wood­ 
land. 
A veil of magic beauty covers 
fence and road, the yard so brown and 
ugly but yesterday, hides now under 
a mantle of snowy swansdown. 
All 
night it fell, 
noiselessly, 
stealthily, 
mysteriously, this* first coming snow 
of the year, and made of this cbmmon 
earth a bit of fairyland, a transforma­ 
tion scene. 


Like a Thrlce-Told Tale. 


The 
Thanksgiving dinner of the 
country’s earlier days has been de­ 
scribed so frequently that it is like a 
“thrice-told tale, signifying sound and 
nonsense,” so vividly that one can al­ 
most taste the dainties. 
Modern kit­ 
chens could not cook those incompar­ 
able dishes. 
Such a feast could not 
be served in courses, or brought on 
in piecemeal. 
In those days the table 
literally “groaned with its burden“ and 
glowed with the beauty of the assem­ 
bled dishes. 
Merely to recite^ their 
names would tempt the most pitiful 
dyspeptic. 


Roast pig, hot and brown, roast 


and custard and cherry and mince—• 
but* best of all, because most appro­ 
priate, the old-fashioned pumpkin pie. 
a lost delight, and, like Poe's heroine 
—“vanished now for evermore.” 


In the dajrs of real Thanksgiving, 
there was no ice cream, no bar-le-duc, 
no creme-de-menthe, no pousse-cafe, no 
treacherous cocktail nor subtle pick- 
me-up. For dessert there were dough­ 
nuts and cheese, gingerbread and beat­ 
en biscuit and honey; apples and nuts 
and popcorn, and cider from the home 
press, made for the occasion and with 
just the right twang to its bubbles. 


Royal Feasts and Feaster». 


Such royal feasts needed royal feast- 
ers, the keen winter air and long ser­ 
mon combined to make the only true 
sauce, the simple, honest hunger of 
simple, honest people. 
Nowadays wo 
hear of “the keen, sharp pangs of the 
morning after.“ Nobody ev^r heard of 
a sickness the day after this Thanks­ 
giving dinner. Nobody was in a hurry 
to get oii to the theater or card party, 
for 1 o'cloi.v was the dinner hour, and 
the sleigh ride home through clear 
winter sunlight was the best of all 
digestants, if such a thing were need­ 
ed. 


In some neighborhoods the day would 
end in a Thanksgiving dance, but this 
was not a prevailing custom. Perhaps 


spare ribs, pink and cold; roast t u r - , the visitors would spend the night, 
key, juicy and tender, full to bursting 
with perfect stuffing; potatoes, snow- 
white and mealy; boiled onions, like 
shining pearls; stewed tomatoes, of 
deepest r e d ; coldslaw, that pale green 
dainty, 
Perhaps there would be a 
pot-pie of chicken, 
or 
squirrel, or

The church was generally 
decorated with fruits and grains, and 
when the custom became national this 
was continued. The idea of the Thanks­ 
giving dinner in New England was to 
have all of the fruits of the harvest, 
and turkey became the principal meat 
course because this bird was so plenti­ 
ful and was calight in the wild state 
and prepared most appetizingly by the 
housewives. 


Then there was pumpkin pie, and as 
cranberries grew in great quantities in 
New England states the sauce of that 
berry was a fitting addition to the 
turkey course. Plum cake, or, as it has 
come to be known, fruit cake, was a 
favorite for the Christmas holidays in 
England and was brought over with 
other dainties by the first of the set­ 
tlers, and the recipes for making treas­ 
ured by the housewives, 


Meat pies, or, as we call them, mince 
pies, came later in the list of good 
things for Thanksgiving, 


With the very earliest settlers the 
day was, Indeed, a day of prayer, and 
little else besides, but later it became 
a feast*dajr, as well, and it was a poor 
family, indeed, in New England that 
could not afford a turkey for Thanks­ 
giving dinner.

days we entertained and feasted, and 
they went out and killed five deer, 
which they brought and bestowed on 
our governor and upon the captain 
and others.199

Our American Thanksgiving is usual­ 
ly considered our one native eontribu* 
lion to the holidays of nations, as its 
observance originated with the New 
England fathers.

A meeting that is destined to prove 
of great value to the Annie M. War­ 
ner hospital $100,000 drive was held 
in the Court House, Friday afternoon, 
i when the Medical Staff of the hospital, 
¡composed of all the physicians in Ad- 
' ams county convened to perfect their 
organization. A splendid evidence of 
the popularity of the hospital drive 


j among them every doctor was pres- 
i ent with the exception of two from 
the extreme end of the county. Dur­ 
ing 
the greater part of the meeting 
the physicians discussed the by-laws 
of their organization which were form­ 
ed to give the best possible service to 
each patient and neglect none. The 
by-laws include mention of courtesy 
among members of the medical pro­ 
fession and that each man shall work 
unselfishly for the interests of the 
community. As a result of the meet­ 
ing it is now the duty of each physi­ 
cian of Adams county to signify their 
preference as to the different branch­ 
es of the profession. 
Skilled men 
must be procured for the surgical, 
medical, X-ray, ear, nose and throat, 
ether, and anaesthic departments and 
the men in charge will endeavor to 
place each doctor in the branch of his 
choice. 
Bach man will serve only a 
limited time in one department and 
will then change in order to .give eve­ 
ry doctor opportunity to serve in ev­ 
ery department of the hospital.

Initiation of eleven men into the 
Pennsylvania Catholic Beneficial Lea­ 
gue, unveiling of a tablet to Andrew 
Mickley, who died for his country in 
France, and addressed by the grand 
officers from Lancaster, and Father 
W. F. Boyle were included in cere­ 
monies that took place at Xavier Hall, 
Gettysburg, on Thursday night. 


Sixty-four arrests for violation of 
the “fresh egg” act of 1919, which 
forbids the sale of stale eggs as fresh, 
were made in 16 counties of the State 
during October, according to the re­ 
port of the State Bureau of Foods. 
The Bureau’s agents also caused the 
arrest of 110 persons for the sale dtf 
milk that did not come up to State 
standards at all. Twenty-three sam­ 
ples of milk were found watered, while 
75 samples were below the State stan­ 
dard for fats. The arrests wewre matte 
in 50 counties and resulted from a 
wholesale sampling. In one instance 
manure was found in milk and a stiff 
fine was imposed. 
Some arrests were 
made for tainted drinks, cockroaches 
being discovered in ginger ale and 
dead flies in lemon “pop.’* Two ar­ 
rests were made for sale of cider that 
was in a “hard” state, and various ar­ 
rests were made for sale of beverages 
which contained coal tar dyes, sac­ 
charin. The activities of the agents 
are being continued this month.

Post office employes Saturday re­ 
ceived back pay, retroactive from Ju­ 
ly 1, last, in accordance with 
a new 
scale of salaries recently enacted by 
ongress increasing the salaries of pos­ 
tal 
employes. 
Supervisory 
officials, 
clerks and city and rural carriers will 
benefit by this act. 
The measure adds 
about $40,000,000 to the postal payroll. 
“Those receiving between $1,000 and 
less than $1,200 are to be increased 
$200 a year; between $1,200 and $1,- 
G00 to to be increased $150; $1 .G00 to 
$2,000, 125; $2,000 to $2,500, $100. 
Sal­ 
aries of rural carriers are increased 
on basis of the mileage of tlicir 
routes.” 
Employes 
regard that in­ 
creases in their pay as inadequate, but 
have grounds for being hopeful that 
they will receive more commensurate 
compensation next year. 
While 
the 
cost of living has increased 50 per cent 
the average increase in the pay of pos­ 
tal employes since 1914 has been but 
25 per cent including the increase just 
made it is stated. 


For the first time in the history of 
astronomy, six of the principal planets 
of the solar system will be aligned on 
one sids of the sun, within 26 degrees 
of a straight line, on D?c. 17. The 
earth, which is not included in this 
group, will be in a position of almost 
90 degrees from this base line. 
Only 
one planet of the system will be situat­ 
ed diametrically opposite the others. 
What the result of the concentrated 
electro-magnetism of the six planets 
will be upon the sun is a matter of 
great speculation among astronomers, 
but the general opinion is that there 
will result a new sun spot, or in other 
words a volcanic eruption on ‘the fiery 
sphere. 
Tha earth being directly in 
the path of this possible disturbance, 
stands a chance of experiencing an up­ 
heaval in weather conditions which 
will mean rain and electrical storms, 
followed by intense, cold. 


At a joint meeting held on Wed­ 
nesday of the Executive 
Committee 
and the Finance Committee of the 
Hoard of Trustees of Gettysburg Col­ 
lege, it was unanimously voted to re­ 
commend to the Board of Trustees 
at their meeting on December 8th that 
a campaign for the securing of $500,- 
000 for the college be launched, chief­ 
ly for the purpose, of adding to the 
endowment so that the salaries of the 
faculty members may be increased. 
Gettysburg college professors are be­ 
ing paid $1,SOO a year and have been 
receiving this» salary for a long time 
while the incomes of workers in in­ 
dustrial plants have in many cases 
more than doubled. 
Instructors and 
assistant professors at the college re­ 
ceive from $900 to $1500 a year.

UTRECHT’S PLACE IN HISTORY

was in Utrecht, 20G years ago, that 
the house of Huhenzollern was first 
established in royal rank. 


It was in the peace concluded In 
1713 that the ex-emperor’s anc estor, 
Frederick of Brandenburg, received 
acknowledgment from the leading Eur­ 
opean powers of Ills title of king of 
Prussia. This peace put an end to the 
long war of the Spanish succession, 
which many claim was begun over the 
fear that the ruling houses of France 
and Spain would become one, and up 
set the European balance of power 
The ex-kaiser is part English, and it 
was England, with her continental al 
lies of lesser strength, that 'virtually 
established the kingdom of Prussia 


The same peace also made the duke 
of Savoy the king of Italy, but todaj 
the king of Italy rules over all of Italj 
except Savoy, which belongs to France. 
England has retained practically every 
thing it secured at that peace confer 
ence, including Gibraltar and Minorca, 
secured from Spain; Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and the Hudson bay ter­ 
ritory from France as well as valuable 
trading privileges in Africa and South 
America, from both France and Spain.
